Public Campaign Brings 
Total to $1,473,686 of 
$2,500,000 Needed 

The public campaign of the $2,- 
500,000 Bryn Mawr Hospital Build- 
ing Fund has produced a total of 
$360,397.53, bringing the standing of 
the fund to $1,473,686.18. At the 
closing dinner of campaign volunt- 
eers Monday night at the Merion 
Cricket Club, Edgar Scott, building 
fund chairman, predicted that the 
entire amount required would be 
subscribed within the next few 
months. 

"The outstanding success of the 
public campaign," Mr. Scott told 
the 235 team members, captains 
and commanders at the dinner, "is 
clear evidence of the determina- 
tion by the people of the Main Line 
to complete this fund for the en- 
largement of the hospital. 

'Special circumstances have caus- 
ed the general public campaign to 
be an intermediate rather than a 
climatic phase of our building fund 
movement. To complete the fund 
and insure the earliest construction 
of the expanded hospital will re- 
quire about $1,000,000 more. Your 
achievements in the public cam- 
paign give us confidence that this 
will be accomplished." 

Mr. Scott explained that the me- 
morial gifts committee, augmented 
by a number of public campaign 
leaders, will continue activity and 
complete all outstanding assign- 
ments. He added that a number of 
the largest subscriptions are expect- 
ed to come in shortly. 

Reports at the closing dinner, 
which was presided over by J. Paul 
Crawford, campaign chairman, in- 
cluded 1,189 subscriptions totalling 
$65,562.25— the largest total for any 
of the seven report meetings. The 
The average of subscriptions ob- 
tained during the campaign was 
announced as $80.01.

School Tax Rate 
Raised One Mill 
In Lower Merion 

Board Approves Budget; 
Postpones Preliminary 
Work on New Buildings 

Lower Merion Township School 
directors Monday night formally 
adopted a 1948 budget of $2,192,- 
059.38, and raised the school tax 
rate from 18 to 19 mills. 

They also voted to defer securing 
final architectural plans for pro- 
posed new school buildings and ad- 
ditions until after the November 
election when local residents will 
vote on a bond issue to finance the 
program. 

The 1948 budget shows an in- 
crease of $242,955.50 over last 
year's, and includes raises rangin 
between $150 and $250 for all 
teachers except those already at 
the maximum set by the school dis 
trict. 

The budget increase was consid- 
ered necessary by school directors 
because of increased costs of in- 
struction, supplies, maintenance 
and repair and other school costs 
Teachers' salaries alone rose $92,- 
547 over last year's, while instruc- 
tion expenses as a whole increased 
from $1,157,500 to $1,267,701. 

The proposed building program 
which is expected to cost in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000, includes 
a new cafeteria building for the 
senior high school, a new element 
ary school'- in Penn Valley and ex- 
tensive additions to the Penn 
Wynne School. 

Board members consider all three 
.structures essential to efficient 
functioning of the school district. 
However, they decided to postpone 
the purchase of final architects' 
drawings to save money should the 
voters turn down the bond issue. 

Preliminary plans for the cafe- 
teria have already been submitted 
by Savery, Scheetz and Gilmour. 
Philadelphia architects. Board 
members will choose architects to 
draw up plans for the Penn Valley 
School and for additions to the 
Penn Wynne .School within the 
next few months. 

It is expected that the architects 
will be able to submit fairly accur- 
ate cost estimates on the basis of 
preliminary drawings without go 
ing to the expense of drawing up 
the more intricate details neces 
sary for final plans. 

At Monday's meeting, the cafe 
feria plans, already studied by the 
school directors, were referred 
back to the architects for minor 
changes in line with suggestions 
made by the board's consulting ar- 
chitect, George Trautwein. 

The present, plans include a 
three-story building housing kitch 
ens on the ground floor, a dining 
hall with a seating capacity of 
about 900 on the first floor, and 
health rooms (or dispensary) on 
the second floor. There will also 
be a corridor connecting the cafe-

A 1948 school budget of $149,500 
was formally adopted by Narberth 
School directors last Thursday 
night, when board members also 
lowered the tax rate from 23 to 19 
mills and reimposed the $5 per cap- 
ita tax. 

The budget, which was tentative- 
ly approved at a special meeting 
April 8, was adopted unanimously 
Thursday after being on public 
view since the April meeting. 

Showing a comparatively small 
increase of only $1378 over la-it 
year's budget figure, Narberth was 
able to cut the tax rate by four 
mills, whereas neighboring school 
districts were forced to raise their 
rates. 

Lower Merion School directors 
Monday night boosted their taxes 
from 18 to 19 mills, and Haverford 
Township's school board plans to 
raise their rate from 24 to 25\i 
mills. Haverford has also voted 10 
make an immediate study of the 
per capita tax with a view to using 
it to raise funds for 1949-50. 

School district salaries take up 
the major porition of Narberth's 
newly adopted hudget. Set. at ap- 
proximately $75,360, the salary ap- 
propriation includes $62,000 for the 
teachers; $4,700 for janitors; $2,500 
for clerks in the superintendent's 
office, and $6,160 for the superin- 
tendent of schools, secretary arid 
the treasurer's salary and bond. 

The appropriation, which shows 
an increase of $4,460 over that 
marked in last, year's budget, in- 
cludes salary increases of $250 for 
the majority of the borough's 21 
teachers. A few, who are already at 
the maximum set by the state sal- 
ary schedule, will receive no incre- 
ments; and the others will receive 
between $100 and $150 which will 
bring them to the slate maximum. 
Other major items on the budget 
are $44,000 for tuition for Narberth 
students attending Lower Merion 
high schools; $4,025 for supplies; 
$3,250 for the tax collector's com- 
mission and expenses; $2,500 for 
the State Retirement Board, and 
$2,100 for expenses of auxiliary 
agencies. 

Also $2,000 for repairs, including 
the painting of the exteriors of both 
school buildings; $1,800 for the 
sinking fund; $1,600 for fuel; $1,500 
for school activities; $1,400 for light 
and power; $1,200 for interest on 
bonds; $1,100 for fire insurance; 
$1,000 for an emergency lighting 
system, and $1,000 for the public 
library. 

A major cut of from $6,000 to 
$1,000 in the amount allotted to 
repairs and replacements in heat- 
ing, plumbing and lighting equip- 
ment, was explained by the fact 
that although an emergency light- 
ing system will be installed next 
year, the cost will be way offset by 
the elimination of last year's ex- 
penditure for two new furnaces. 

This year's figures for building 
repairs have also greatly decreased, 
dropping from $3,700 to $2,000. The 
higher appropriation last year was 
to cover renovation of the gym- 
nasium floor. 

Narberth's school tax rate has 
fluctuated considerably in the past 
few years. From 1938 to 1941 the 
rate was 18 mills plus a $2 per cap- 
ita tax. The latter was abolished 
in 1942 and did not reappear until 
last year when it was raised to $5. 
In 1942 and 1943 the rate re- 
mained at 18 mills. It dropped to 
17 mills in 1944, increased to 19 
mills in 1945 and 1946 and then 
rose again last year to 23 mills. 

This year's four-mill cut was 
made possible because of a large 
balance which will he on hand at 
the close of the current fiscal year 
June 30. according to a school board 
spokesman. 

The balance is due to the school 
districts having received several 
thousand dollars more in state ap- 
propriations than was anticipated, 
and to the fact that actual expen- 
ditures in some cases have been 
less than the estimates listed in the 
1947 budget. 



Board of Health's 2nd Diphtheria 
Article Warns of Danger Ages 



Who needs protection against 
diptheria ?Most babies at birth 
have received from their mothers 
substances which protect them 
against the disease. These protective 
substances last for about six months 
and then in most babies disappear. 

After the age af six to eignl 
months, three out of every four 
children are without protection 
and can catch the disease. Diptheria 
is therefore a disease particularly 
of children — young children! Eighty 
percent of diptheria deaths occur 
in those under five years old. Most 
of the deaths are in the two-year- 
old group . 

Your babies are in danger! They 
need not come in contact with child- 



len having diptheria in order to 
catch the disease. A healthy child 
or an adult, possibly even an ani- 
mal pet may carry in his throat the 
deadly germs which can infect your 
child."
